Young made space flight

At the end, 
both said they were feeling 
fine and were ready to go 
ag:ain.

After 4 hours, 54 minutes, and

It also said limitations on the 


networks would "greatly re- 
duce possible conflict of inter- 
est" in financial control over 
programs. 


The rule would draw a 50 


per cent limit on the number 
of programs that the three ma- 
jor networks — ABC, CBS aud 
NBC — could produce

Woman Has Unusual Job Of Leading River Trips 


By LBN LYDECKEE 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Georgfc 


White looks like the type of 
daring woman who could climb 
into a rocket and shoot for the 
moon without batting an eye- 
lash. 


The blue-eyed, deeply tanned 


Mrs. White is known as "the 
woman of the rivers" because 
of her current job, shooting the 
rapids in boats. But in her time 
she pedalled across the country 
by bicycle, broke the ice in 
Lake Michigan as a member of 
the Polar Bear Club, and joined 
the plane ferrying service in 
World War II. 


Mrs. White, here recently for 


a boat show, told of how she 
left her native Chicago and 
headed for New York during 
the depression in the 1930's. 
She became interested in watch- 
ing the six-day bicycle riders in 
Central Park and mentioned, 
wanting to get to the West 


Coast although she was nearly i 
broke. 
! 


One of the riders gave her a 


bike and she pedalled to Cali- 
fornia in one month, buying 
food from farmers along the 
way and sleeping in haystacks. 


Mrs. 
White, daughter of a 


French 
father 
and an Irish 


mother, said she became inter- 
ested in exploring after World 
War II when she "discovered" 
the Colorado River, and especi- 
ally the Grand Canyon. As a re- 
sult, she now is the only woman 
river runner on the Colorado. 


She conducts two types of 


river tours. Parties of between 
10 and 12 persons are taken for 
one to three weeks of shooting 
the rapids in three 17-foot long, 
and sturdy, nylon boats, usually 
lashed together. Between 25 and 
35 persons make the Grand 
Canyon tour in a 34-foot craft 
mat is divided into 10 sections. 


Mrs. 
White said the cost of 


the trip is about $100 per per- 
son per week and nights are 
spent 
ashore 
in 
temporary 


camps. Those making the trip 
are permitted cameras, but iw 
spirits stronger than soda pop. 


The river runner said she 


tries to add two new trips to 
her schedule each year. This 
year, one is set for the Rio 
Usumacinta in Mexico. The riv- 
er drains much of Guatemala. 
The other planned for 1965 is 
along the South Nahanni River 
that starts in the Yukon terri- 
tories in Canada 
and flows 


southeast. She said the Nahanni 
is a history of adventure, with 
lost gold mines, missing men,

Big Business In West

hickory nuts with floats. But 
ia the Southwest, where you'd 
least expect it, there's a tiny 
nut called the pinon that whets 
the average appetite. 


More than a million pounds 


are expected to be harvested in 
the coming year for Eastern 
candy makers. The dwarf coni- 
fer pine which provides the nuts 
is becoming nearly as import- 
ant to the Southwest as the fir 
is to the Northwest. 


From Tucson, Ariz., to Den- 


ver, Colo., the conifer pine cov- 
ers about 25 million acres. The 
tree also is used for fuel and is 
cut into beam poles for adobe 
homes in New Mexico. 


The promotion of the pinon 


nut came through efforts of ln- 
dian traders in the Southwest, 


most historians agree. The In- 
diana had been using the mot* 
from the Colorado piaon for 
centuries. Other specie*, iadud* 
ing the Mexican DUMB and tfa* 
single-leaf pinon were also used. 


The nuts grow inside hug* 


pine cones in the scrub trees. 
Since the conifer seldom (rows 
larger than »• feet, the nut* 
are easy to harvest. 


But it takes the nuts two 


years to mature, and good 
crops of up to 300 pounds ftr 
acre occur only about every 
five years. It's not unusual ia 
a New Mexico autumn to see 
Indians by the thousands alone 
roadways harvesting the crop OB 
reservations and federal lands. 
The harvest has become a pic- 
nic pasttime for almost every- 
one in the Southwest.

bridge would join the Pacific 
fleet in October. 


The 14,200-ton cruiser Long 


Beach and the 8,300-ton Truxtun 
will be shifted in 1966. 


There was no intimation that 


the shift was directly related to 
the war in South Viet Nam. 
But the Enterprise will add a 
mighty aerial punch to forces 
in the western Pacific.

How strange it was that disclosure of day- 


by-day plans for a great scientific advance— 
for the first time man would pilot a ship in space

Billboards because they vary the monotony for him. 
I "consensus" for abolishing billboards by law would 
te savagely fought by the so-called billboard lobby, 
A-hich is reputed to be the strongest lobby in the country 
next to the national pressure group maintained by the 
tchoolteachers.

•ibbon group of businessmen and bankers to cut down

Hitachi sells ft* 
products all over the world, from Tokyo to S*n 
Paulo in Brazil, and U is as wide-awake an ad- 
vertiser as Madisom Avenue could wish. But on its 
•wn free will H has gone out of the business of 
using billboards to sell its product. 


It did this when its present executive managing 


iirector, Susumu Kiyonari. was put in charge of public 
eiations for the company. The first thing that Mr. 
iiyonari did as advertising and publicity director was to 
remove every bit of Hitachi billboard advertising from 
ilong the railway tracks of Japan. Then he turned hii 
:ontrolled wraln on telephone pole advertising. To 


^ nake his point, he sent several of his employes on a 


lompany-paid expedition to the mountain resort of 
Vikko. not far from Tokyo. The employes got an eyeful 
af unsightly Hitachi telephone pole ads along the 
highway, and came back to the office in full agree- 
ment that they should be taken down. Susumu Kiyonari 
was gratified that the curtailment of billboard and 
telephone pole advertising had no appreciable effect on 
Hitachi's business. But, as a patron of Japanese art, 
which delights in uncluttered landscapes, he would 
have done what he did even if it had cost a little 
money.

The Continuing North Vietnamese Infiltration 


WASHINGTON - The Presi- 


dent's policy of sustained pres- 
sure on North Vietnam is pri- 
marily, indeed solely, designed 
to persuade the Communist rul- 
ers of Hanoi to let their neigh- 
bors alone. It is well and wisely 
designed. No one should expect 
results overnight, either, for part 
of the wisdom of the policy is 
the careful dosing of the pres- 
sure. 


Nonetheless, it is important to 


note that instead of beginning to 
let 
their neighbors alone, the 


North Vietnamese are increasing 
the scale of their infiltration-in- 
vasion of South Vietnam. 


The dimensions of the increase 


are by no means easy to gauge. 
The North Vietnamese soldiers 
who are assigned to duty in the 
south come through Laos by the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail. They move 
partly by foot, but now quite 
largely by truck, down the jungle 
road as far as Tchepone. 


Thence they cross the border 


on foot and in small units over 
devious and obscure trails into 
the South Vietnamese highlands. 
And from the highlands they work 
their way onward to their as- 
signed operational provinces. 


Such troop movement is bound 


to be shadowy at best. What is 
really happening now will not be 
absolutely known until a some- 
what later time, when some of 
the North Vietnamese troops now 
engaged in this infiltration-inva- 
sion have reached the fighting 
front and have been captured and 
have 
been 
interrogated. 
Until 


then the analysts have to use 
guesswork-measures. 


There is at least one important 


sign, however, that the infiltra- 
tion-invasion has increased fairly 
massively. In brief, there are 
good reasons to believe that a

Inside Washington

LOCAL TOUCH — Democrats 


have developed a new electronic 
gimmick to keep their newly- 
elected Congressmen in touch with 
the home folks. It's called "Pub- 
lic Affairs News" and is an op- 
eration of the Democratic Nation- 
al Committee. 


Here's how it works. A Demo- 


cratic Congressman picks up a 
telephone in his office and speaks 
some well-rounded phrases on a 
matter of interest to his district 
voters into a tape recorder in 
PAN's downtown Washington of- 
fice. He then requests that these 
taped comments be sent to radio 
stations and newspapers in his 
district. 


PAN takes over from there. An 


employe calls each designated 


station or paper and asks if the 
Congressman's 
comments 
are 


wanted. They're free and the an- 
swer usually is "yes." 


The employe then has his cus- 


tomer switch the call to a tape 
recorder in the local office and 
plays the Congressman's message 
over the telephone. A few minutes 
or a few hours later, the Con- 
gressman can be heard or read 
over his local news outlets. 


The system was begun early 


this year because of the large 
number of freshmen Democratic 
Congressmen. Many of these new- 
ly-elected 
Representatives come 


from Republican or marginal dis- 
tricts and they face heavy going 
for re-election late next year. The 
idea is to keep them in touch 
with their voters. 


to make a desperate effort to ad- 
minister the coup de grace before 
the moment is quite ripe.

On the one hand, South 
Vietnamese morale is undoubted- 
ly immeasurably higher since the 
direct American attacks on the 
north began. Above all, intrigue- 
sponsored defections or neutralist 
postures are much less likely in 
the army now that there is a little 
light showing at the end of the 
tunnel. 


On the other hand, the central 


Reserve of the South Vietnamese 
is alarmingly slender. In province 
after province, in ail the corps 
areas, the defending forces are 
already committed to the hilt. A 
larger central reserve may well 
be needed to deal with the kind 
of local emergencies that Gen. 
Giap specializes in creating. 


The need is reduced, to be 


sure, but it may not be absolute^ 
ly eliminated by the constantly 
increasing mobility American aid 
is providing.

The rush visit of Britain's For- 


eign Minister Michael Stewart to 
Washington to report on his priv- 
ate talks with Foreign Minister 
Gromyko was prompted by grow- 
ing Allied unhappiness with our 
bomb-until-you-negotiale policy in 
Viet Nam. 


Gromyko, not noted for con-

2. U. S. intelligence has shown 


no Russian arms shipments to 
North Viet Nam. This has been 
confirmed by a cable from U. S. 
Ambassador Foy Kohler in Mos- 
cow saying that the Russians have 
held off on shipping arms, How. 
ever, Gromyko told the British 
that arms soon would be sent if 
U. S. bombing continued. 


3. Chief reason the Russians 


don't want to join the British as 
peace negotiators is because th« 
U. S. bombing policy is so un- 
popular throughout Asia, Africa, 
apd even many parts of Europe.

BALTIMORE, Md. - He is a 


small man with pink cheeks, and 
eyes as dark and round as aban- 
doned wells and he looks out the 
window of his new home and sees 
gold sun on the eaves across the 
street. "Eight minutes to sun- 
down," he says, and goes back 
to his study of the Jewish-Cath- 
olic colloquy. He was a partici- 
pant. 


Rabbi Jacob Agus does not 


think it is amusing. He went to 
the archabbey at Latrobe, Pa., 
and he met the priests. The semi- 
nars were cordial and enlighten- 
ing and they asked him to show 
them the exact form of the Pass- 
over Feast. He knew much about 
their church, because the rabbi 
has studied the form and sub- 
stance of all faiths. They knew 
a little about his. 


Jewry is not easy to under- 


stand. It doesn't even have a 
point of view because it has no 
central authority. The communion 
of all Jews is in the five books 
of Moses. It does not 
matter 


whether the Jews are orthodox, 
conservative or reformed. They 
are hound by faith, by blood, by 
tradition and by Jehovah, the 
One God. 


Rabbi Agus is the leader of the 


conservative temple, Beth El, in 
the Park Heights area of Balti- 
more. It is an upper middle-class 
section, and 800 families belong 
to the temple. The new building 
was erected in 1960, and is as 
modern as Lincoln Center in New 
York. A rich temple, however, 
cannot buy a ticket to paradise. 
A temple requires a teacher. 


This is a good one. Better than 


good. Rabbi Agus, at the age of 
53. is not only a graduate of. 
Yeshiva, but has a Ph.D. and a 
master's degree from Harvard 
University. He has written sev- 
eral books about Jewish history, 
and is consultant of Jewish af- 
fairs to the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica. 


As the Geffen family of Georgia 


spawned great American rabbis, 
so too the Agus family raised 
rabbinical scholars in Italy, Ger- 
many, Poland and Lithuania in 
the past five hundred years. This 
one, born in Swislocz, on the bor- 
der 
of Poland and Lithuania, 


grew to maturity at a time when 
war was the normal state and a 
boy might be Lithuanian today. 
Polish 
tomorrow, 
and 
Russian 


next week. 


His only constancy was in being 


a .Jew. It was unchanging, a soli- 
tary rock in a sea of hate. The 
large dark eyes have seen much, 
but 
they speak understanding. 


Now he stares out the window of 
his study and murmurs: "Eight 
minutes to sundown," because, in 
that time, his sabbath will end. 


In his temple, there are serw 


vices every day. Unlike the Chris- 
tian churches, Jews do not pass 
a collection plate. A board of 
directors consisting of 50 men and 
women draw up an annual budget 
for Beth El, and the 800 families 
meet the amount, each according 
to his means. 


Some temples buy a house for 


the rabbi. Jacob Agus bought hit 
own. It is ultra-modern, with a 
huge rectangular fireplace in th* 
center of the living room and 
champagne broadloom in the cor- 
ridors and on the stairs. His 
communicants pay him two sal- 
aries: one for his teaching in 
bringing the word of God to hit 
people; the other for the upkeep 
of his home. 


The minimum a Jewish family 


contributes 
is $150 per year. 


Many donate much more. How- 
ever, if the head of a family can- 
not give $150, payment is sus- 
pended and is often assumed by 
a wealthy member. Those who 
give more than is required usual- 
ly occupy the forward pews; oth- 
ers sit further back. 


The average Jewish family it 


expected to be charitable without 
being prodded. Heads of family 
give money to the temple, to th« 
Sisterhood, Hadassah, U n i t e d 
Jewish Appeal, Yeshiva Univers- 
ity, 
and, besides supporting a 


family and less favored relatives, 
the Jew is also urged to invest 
in Bonds for Israel. 


It isn't easy. Nor is there any 


end to the giving. Wives are ex- 
pected to work unremittingly for 
worthy causes. Even the children 
are taught that charity is the 
finest of the virtues. 


The conservative wing of Jewry 


in America is part of the World 
Council of Synagogues. They sup- 
port the Jewish Theological Semi- 
nary, whose 
president 
is tn« 


noted Dr. Louis Finkelstein. 


If 
the congregation does so 


much, what does the rabbi do? 
He conducts services and inter- 
prets the word of God. He visits 
the sick. He counsels families 
with 
problems. 
He supervises 


education in Jewish schools. H» 
must administer the temple and 
be responsible for expenditures. 
He supervises a kindergarten. 


"A rabbi," said Dr. Agus, ''is 


drawn to his calling not through 
piety of scholarship, but mainly 
because he is aware of the prob- 
lems of the Jewish people." I 
asked him what we, who ar« 
Christians, can do to further un- 
derstanding as he did when h« 
visited the priests. 


"I feel that we need to have 


confidence in Jewish hearts," h« 
said. He looked out the window. 
The sun had set. . .
